RECEPTION BY BOARD OF 
TRADE 

Wednesday saw the arrival of 
two carloads of tarmers for the CP 
R ready-made farms in this vicinity, 
with their wives and children. 
These people had come a distance 
of over 5000 miles from the Old 
Country, the sea voyage being by 
the Empress of Ireland, but they 
stood up to the journey well. 

The train containing the two cars 
came to Strathmore about half-past 
five on Wednesday afternoon. Im- 
mediately on arrival the colonists 
were taken in hand by the Board of 
Trade, and treated to supper in the 
Maple Leaf Hotel. A_ reception 
was held in the evening at the Op- 
era house, when the immigrants 
and the townspeople foregathered 
and spent a pleasent time. Among 
those who spoke welcoming the im- 
migrants to Canada, were Mayor 
Lambert, Messrs. ]. G. Troy, A. M. | 
Eugene Sly, Professor Elliott, A. 
N. Reay and John Mackenzie. A 
number of selections were given by 
the Strathmore Orchestra, and 
songs were given by Miss Desch 
and Mr Stanley, while Miss John- 
son gave several piano selections. 
The entertainment was arranged on 
very short notice, but proved very 
successful. Most of the newcomers 
spent their first night in Strathmore 
on the cars, and in the forenoon of 
Thursday drove out to their farms, 
where most of them are already 
settled down. 

The party are al! people who 
had previous experience of agricul- 
ture, and this should help them 
greatly in their efforts to win suc- 
cess in Alberta.

Fine Seeding Weather 


Acother week of fine mild weath- 
er has passed, and the farmers 
have been taking the full advan- 
tage of it to get their seed into the 
ground, and to get their plowing 
done. There was quite a heavy 
rainfall last Friday, which gave the 
grain already a fine start, though 
there is no lack of moisture at ‘the 
present time. 

Barley, wheat, and oats are the 
principal crops being sowed this 
spring, and there is also a consider- 
able quantity of flax and alfalfa be- 
ing Sown. The acreage in wheat 
will probobly be less this year, but 
the other crops exceed the acreage 
this year. This is the first year 
that alfalfa growing has been prac- 
ticed ona large scale in this district, 
and it will be a very important crop 
in the future. 

Good prices are being paid the 
farmers for dairy cattle, and a large 
number have been imported within 
the past two months, A large num- 
ber of poultry have also been added. 

With the fine weather last year’s 
arrears of harvest are rapidly being 
cleaned up, the only trouble being 
that there is considerable shortage 
of labor on account of seeding and 
plowing being pushed ahead. 

Prospects are exceedingly bright 
tor a bumper crop, and the weather 
has been all in its favor since the 
season opened,

It is a common sight in Borneo to 


'see a large crocodile sunning himself 
}on the muddy bank of a river. He 


takes no notice of the natives, even

is no unusual] thing in Borneo to hear 
of some human life being taken by 
a crocodile 

For months perhaps the crocodiles 
in a river live at peace with mankind 
and then suddenly one of these crea- 
tures will carry off some lad bathing 
in the river or even attack some one 
paddling along in his boat. I know 
who, when sitting 
and paddling at the stern of a canoe 
was knocked ove™ into the water and 
earried away by a crocodile and her 
companions could do nothing to save 
her, 

There seems to be no reason why 
the crocodil: should suddenly show 
a4 man-eating propensity in this way 
The Dyaks account for it by curious 


superstition They say that if food 
is offered to a person and he re 
fuses it and goes away without at 


least touching it some misfortune 
is sure to befall him and he will most 


probably be attacked by a crocodile, | 


Also it is said iuat one of the ways 
the gods punish crime is by sending 
a crocodile to attack the culprit; and 
1 have often heard it said by Dyaks 
of some one whe has been killed by 
a crocodile that probably he has dis- 
pleased the gods either by paying no 
heed to the warnings sent him in 
dreams or by means of omen birds 
or by committing some hidden crime 

The Dyaks of borneo will not kill 
a crocodile except in revenge. If the 
animal will live at peace with him 
the Dyak has no wish to start a quar- 
rel; if, however, the crocodile breaks 
the truce and kills some one then he 
feels justified in retaliating. Under 
these circumstances the Dyaks set to 


| work to find the culprit and go on 
| catching and killing crocodiles until 


they succeed in doing so. The Dyaks 
wear brass ornaments and 
by cutting open a dead crocodile 
they can easily find out if he is the 
creature they wish to punish.—Cham 
bers’ Journal.

WEST LAND REGULATIONS. 


AY person who is the sole head of a tamily, or 
or any male over 18 years old, may homestead 
a quarter section of available Dominion land in 
Manitoba, Saskatchewan, or Alberta. The applicant 


must appear in person at the Dominion Lands 

Agency or Sub-agency for the district. Entry by 

proxy may be made at any agency, on certain con- 
{ ditions by father, mother, son, daughter, brother or 
| sister of intending homesteader 
| Duties~Six months’ residence upon and cultiva- 

tion of the land in each of three years. A home- 
steader may live within nine miles of his homestead 
on a farm of at least 80 acres solely owned and oc- 
cupied by him or by his father, mother, son, daugh- 
ier, brother or sister. 

In certain districts a homesteader in good standing 
may preempt a quareer-section aiongside his home- 
stead. Price $3.00 per acre. 

Duties ~Must reside upon the homestead or pre- 
emption six months in each of six years from date of 
homestead entty including the time required to earn 
homestead patent) and cultivate fifty acres extra. 

A homesteader who has exhausted his homestead 
right and cannot obtain a pre-emption may enter for 
a purchased homestead in certain districts. Price 
$3.00 per acre. Duties--Must reside six months in 
each of three years, cultivate fifty acres and erecta 
house wosth $300.00

Federal interference has nearly de 
‘stroyed Ontario’s fisheries, accordin 
to Edwin Tinsley, Superintendent o 
| Fish and Game for the province. 

“There is urgent necessity,” he 
says in his report, “if the fisheries of 
the province are to be perpetuated, 
for the removal at once and for all 
time of all interference during the 
close seasons with mature’s perfect 
'p'an of reproduction. Close season 
should be applicable to the whole 
province, and no conditions or exig- 
ency should be an excuse for en- 
croaching on the inadequate close 
seesons provided for by present re- 
guiations.” 

The superintendent calls attention 
to the wisdom of allowing only one 
deer instead of two to be killed by a 
hunter.

2,468, a decrease of 1445.

NO SECRET COMMISSIONS. 


New Zealand Forbids Them by Newly 
Enacted Law. 

An act for the prohibition of secret 
commissions, which came into effect | 
in New Zealand thie year, has proved 
effective in eliminating an abuse that 
had cost companies in this country 
large sums of money every year in 
the payment of gratuities or commis. 
sions for business turned their way 
through the-influence of officials of 
local concerns ffom which trade was 
solicited: 

The practice of giving gratuities or 
commissions had grown to such an 
extent that almost every company felt | 
obliged to follow it, or else see busi- | 
ness diverted to other companies wil- 
ling to conform to ‘he usage. The | 
expenses of securing business in this 
Way Were usuatly adacd to the prices 
quoted. 

The new law prescribes fines up to 
$5,000, or imprisonment up to two 
years, for either giving or receiving 
secret commissions. Most of the busi- 
ness firms were apparently very glad 
to drop the practice, which not only 
had become very costly, but from 
which there was no real ‘advantage, 
as nearly all companies competing 
for the same trade were Ready to pay 
commissions and charge them up as 
necessary expenses, 

The manager of a coal company in 
Wellington stated that as the result of 
the operation of thie law his company 
had already saved enough money to 
increase ‘its dividend, the saving 
amounting to about twelve @nts on | 
every ton of coal sold. Persons ac- 
enstomed to receiving secret commia- 
naturally dislike to lose such 
an income, but as as they know the 
penalties prescribed for disobeying 
the law, they can naturally find no 
true ground for resentment against 
the companies declining to give them 
the customary “presenta.” 

Every corporation doing business in 
New Zealand must have its accounts 
audited «by ci rtered accountants, 
who wauld render themselves liable to 
severe punishment for passing, or per- 
mitting to be covered up, any illegal 
item, such as for secret commissions 
rendered illegal by the new law. It 
would, therefore, seem impossible for 
corporation to pay secret commia- 
ns in New Zealand without the of- 


fence being diseovered and severe! 
punished, although private indivi- 
duals whose accounts may not be 


audited could possibly evade the law. 
However, the best business sentiment 
in New Zealand supports the new mea- 
sure, and dealers are glad to be rid 
of any necessity for conforming to 
the pernicious practice of giving 
“presents’’ to secure business. 


Aristocratic Actors. 

Viscount Dangan, eldest son of Earl 
Cowley, who has sadopted the stage 
As a profesesion, and ia at preaent 
playing in “Peggy” at the Gaiety 
Theatre, London, is not the first 
member of the peerage to become a 
professional actor. 

There is the Earl of Rosslyn, for 
instance, perhaps the best-known of 
actor-peers, who, under the st ge 
name of James Erskine, has in years 
past appeared with considerable sue.

America and in England. His lord-

W, Chase, one of the 
ratepayers present, raised some ob- 
jections to the cost of remodelling 
the town hall, which was over $500. 
Mayor Lambert informed him that 
he would have an opportunity to 
speak at the next meeting of the 
Council, when the accounts in con- 
nection with this work would come 
up. 

MORE CLEANLINESS 
WANTED 

The report presented by the town 
Constable drew attention, among 
other things, to complaints of citi- 
zens regarding the dirty conditions 
existing in certain portions of the 
town, 

A lengthy discussion took place 
on this, and it was finally agreed ta 
instruct the constable to go round 
and warn all householders whose 
premises were in an unsanitary 
state to have them cleaned up with- 
in a certain time, and also to ap- 
point a town scavenger.
